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ENROLLMENT IN CALIFORNIA PUBLIC SCHOOLS, 
MARCH 31, 1949

Since 1946, the Bureau of Education Research of the State Depart- 
ment of Education has made semi-annual compilations of actual enroll- 
ment in the public schools on October 31 and March 31, from reports 
submitted by California school districts. 

Results of the compilation for March 31, 1949, are shown in the 
following pages. Enrollment figures are grouped by county and by grade 
division. 

The tabulations show increases in enrollment since March 31, 1948. 
The increase in total graded enrollment is 83,449, or 5.6 per cent. 

Enrollment increases have occurred in all grades from kindergarten 
through the thirteenth grade, the largest increases being in the kinder- 
garten and grades one, two, and four. There is also a very large increase 
in enrollment in classes for adults. 

Except in grade fourteen, there are no decreases that are significant. 
The sharp decrease shown in the ungraded classes in elementary schools 
is not significant, since many of the children classified as ungraded in 
preceding years are now reported as enrolled in special classes for 
mentally retareded minors.

This bulletin was written in answer to the many inquiries that have 
come from schoo! districts all over the state for information on how to 
establish and conduct adult education programs on the basis of state 
apportionment of public school funds for such programs. 

Section I deals with “Regulations and Procedures in Establishing and 
Conducting Adult Education Programs.” Sections II and III, “The Plat- 
form of Adult Education in California,’ and “Effective Practices in 
Administering Adult Education Programs,” were prepared with the 
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co-operation of two committees of the California Association of Adult 
Education Administrators, with a view to giving new administrators 
essential information on the functions and scope of adult education and 
the practices that have proved most effective in the operation of some of 
the most successful adult education programs in California.

INTERPRETATIONS OF SCHOOL LAW

before taking any action based thereon. ] 


APPELLATE COURT DECISION 


Dismissal of Probationary Employees of School Districts Having 
Average Daily Attendance of 60,000 or More 

Under Education Code Section 13583, which provides that a proba- 
tionary employee of a school district having an average daily attendance 
of 60,000 or more may be dismissed by the governing board of the district 
“for cause only,” a probationary employee of such a district is entitled to 
notice and some form of hearing before the governing board of the dis- 
trict may dismiss him, unless the employee waives his right to such hearing. 
(Keenan v. San Francisco Unified School District et al., 90 A.C.A. 1056.) 


ATTORNEY GENERAL’S OPINIONS 


Eligibility to Office of Member of Governing Board of School 
District as Determined by Residence 

In view of Government Code Sections 275 and 1770, no person who 
is not a resident of a school district is eligible for election as a member of 
the governing board of the district notwithstanding any implication to 
the contrary in Education Code Section 1815. (AGO 48-245; 13 Ops. Cal. 
Atty. Gen. 127.) 


Effect of Language in Grant Deed to School District as Providing 
for Reversion to Heirs or Assigns of Grantor 


Where in 1882 certain land was granted, for a consideration, to a 
school district “to erect District school buildings on and maintain a public 
school, said premises to be used exclusively for said school site,” such 
language does not create a subsequent condition such as will work a rever- 
sion to the heirs or assigns of the grantor in the event the school building 
on the property is now sold by the school district which succeeded to the 
property (Education Code Section 2563) when the district to which the 
grant was made was merged with it in 1946 (Civil Code Sections 1442 and 
1069 and cases cited). (AGO 49-44; 13 Ops. Cal. Atty. Gen. 142.) 
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Granting by District of Exclusive Right to Broadcast Football 
Games Played on District Property 


The governing board of a school district may, under Education Code 
Section 18001 and in view of the benefits to the physical education pro- 
gram of the district (Education Code Sections 10116-10128), grant a 
radio broadcasting company the exclusive right to broadcast football 
games played on property of the district in consideration of the company’s 
agreeing to broadcast all “home” games. (AGO 49-2; 13 Ops. Cal. Atty. 
Gen. 97.) 


Payment of School District Bonds Presented After Maturity 

Where bonds issued by a high school district matured on April 1, 
1938 and on July 1, 1938 and were presented to the county treasurer for 
payment on November 6, 1948 by a representative of the estate of a person 
who had been adjudged incompetent on September 27, 1948 (the date, 
however, of the actual commencement of his incompetency not being defi- 
nitely ascertainable), the county treasurer should require that the ques- 
tion whether the incompetency actually existed at the time the bonds 
matured should be determined by a court, since under Sections 352 and 
357 of the Code of Civil Procedure the running period of limitation on the 
bonds was not halted by the existence of the incompetency of the owner 
of the bonds unless his incompetency existed when the bonds matured. 

At the time the bonds matured (1938), the period of limitation was 
four years under Section 337(1) of the Code of Civil Procedure. But at 
the time the bonds were presented for payment, the period of limitation 
was ten years by reason of the 1947 amendment of Section 337.5 of said 
code. No opinion is given on the question whether the period of limitatior 
on the bonds in question was thereby extended, since the bonds were not 
presented until after the ten-year period had run; and thus, in any event, 
the only question is whether the owner of the bonds was incompetent at 
the time they matured. (AGO 49-24; 13 Ops. Cal. Atty. Gen. 95.) 


Authority of State Board of Education to Exercise Discretion in 
Acting on Petition for Formation of High School! District Under 
Education Code Sections 3591 et seq. 


Under Education Code Sections 3591-3593, the State Board of Edu- 
cation has discretionary power to approve or disapprove a petition for 
the formation of a high school district properly submitted to it under said 
sections and meeting all requirements of said sections. 

No opinion is given on the question of whether the Legislature prop- 
erly delegated such authority to the State Board of Education. (AGO 
49-22; 13 Ops. Cal. Atty. Gen. 153.)

The successful candidate will 
pursue graduate studies at either the predoctoral or postdoctoral level, 
in the field of educational measurement, at an institution of his choice 
in the metropolitan New York area.

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QUARTERLY EDITORIAL REVIEW 


At the end of World War II, the San Francisco Chronicle revamped 
its editorial page to give special emphasis to current problems. So many 
requests were received for reprinting specific editorials that the manage- 
ment decided to print periodically a selection of its best editorials. This 
was the beginning of the Chronicle Quarterly, which was introduced with 
the following announcement by Paul C. Smith, editor and general 
manager: 

Particular attention is invited to those expositions we have termed 
editorial essays—essays which represent this newspaper’s policy on the 
important, long-term issues confronting us. Frequently there will be 
found on the editorial pages of the Chronicle thorough studies of the 
long-term problems of paramount importance. It is our conviction that 
such issues call for thorough investigation by both the press and the public, 
and not for hasty categorical judgment. The editorials reproduced in the 
quarterlies to follow may be accepted as the keynotes of Chronicle policy. 


The original press run was 3,000 copies. During the ensuing period 
this has doubled again and again. This increase has been necessitated by 
requests from groups and individuals to receive the publication regu- 
larly. Many of the group requests are from Bay Area schools. 

The Chronicle offers the quarterly, now known as the Chronicle 
Editorial Review, as a public service. It is available without charge to 
individuals and to organizations such as schools and discussion groups 
on request from the Special Services Office, The Chronicle, San Francisco 
19, California.

Far East Curriculum Conference

bibliographical, audio-visual, radio, and other materials to aid secondary schools in 
the study of the Far East in its geographical, social, economic, political, and cultural 
aspects. Participants who desire graduate credit will receive assignments in advance, 
and should correspond with the chairman, Dwight C. Baker. Conference sessions will 
meet mornings and afternoons August 8 to 12, 15 to 19.

The University of California Department of Institutes at Santa Barbara, in 
co-operation with the Santa Barbara Botanic Garden and the Santa Barbara Museum 
of Natural History, announces an INSTITUTE OF NATURE STUDY to be con- 
ducted at Santa Barbara, August 1 to 19, 1949. Each student will elect either the course 
in Conservation of Natural Resources, 8 to 11:45 a.m., or two other subjects, one of 
several scheduled from 8 to 9:45 a.m.—Western Trees, Native Birds, or Insects—and 
the other from a second group scheduled 10 to 11:45 a.m.—Elementary Science 
Methods, Natural Science of Prehistorical Times, or Seashore Life. Participants who 
hold the bachelor’s degree may earn 3 units of upper division credit. The fee, includ- 
ing transportation for a field trip, is $27. Application for admission should be addressed 
to Department of Institutes, University Extension, 906 Santa Barbara Street, Santa 
Barbara. 


Youth Welfare

Alcohol Education

uled a two-week SCHOOL OF STUDIES ON ALCOHOL, August 8 to 19, 1949. 
The school is sponsored by Alcohol Education of California, Incorporated. Objectives 
are to present “the latest information on all phases of the subject; to provide oppor- 
tunity for participation in special workshops and seminars devoted to preparing new 
materials, techniques, and methods of presenting the subject; to develop a sound, 
educational approach, without bias or partiality, to the various aspects of one of 
America’s most neglected public health programs.” 

The scheduled program includes lectures by recognized authorities and special- 
ists in such fields as psychiatry, psychology, pathology, physiology, pharmacology, 
education, administration, penology, juvenile welfare, rehabilitation, and related areas. 
Classes will meet from 9 to 12 and from 1 to 4 daily, with two evening lectures each 
week. Two semester hours of credit may be earned. Expenses of attendance will 
include a registration fee of $5 tuition, $21 and board and room for 2 weeks, $30. 
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
